Reports from northen 
Ontario to Alaska indicate 
that Martin Frobisher roses 
are ‘oing better than Dr. 
Svejda dared to hope, The 
plants are so hardy that they

Farmers who grow rape 
should spread the residue 
in the fall as they would any 
other crop, 

The plant pathologist at 
the Lethbridge Research 
Station, has found evidence 
to show that moisture pass= 
ing through heavy piles or 
swaths of rape residue lea- 
ches a substance into the 
soil that can cause stunting 
and reduced yields of crops 
grown in the same field the 
following year, 

Tests carried out in 1968 
and 1969 revealed that the 
toxin could readily be leach= 
ed out of the rape residue 
and that it had a toxic effect 
on a number of cereal crops, 
Of four common crops teste 
ed it was found that barley 
was least affected while oats 
and wheat were quite sus= 
ceptible, Fall rye, was high- 


ly susceptible, 

The Lethbridge plant 
scientists emphasized that 
he did not wish to cause 
undue concern to any pros- 
pective grower of rape, He 
said the rape residue pro= 
blem is one which can be 
minimized if the farmer will 
chop or at least spread all 
rape residue uniformly over 
the field in the fall, Atworst, 
he has found, the toxicity 
persists for only one year, 

Additionally it is still un- 
wise to grow rapeinthesame 
field for more than one succ= 
essive year, This practice 
encourages the build-up of 
diseases such as white rust 
and downy mildew. Similar- 
ly, it is not a good idea to 
grow mustard or flax crops 
following rape because this 
also can lead to disease and 
insect problems,

Game license 
Change announced 


A new hunting licence for 
Alberta residents and the 
abolition of a comprehen- 
Sive licence for non-resi- 
dents are the major changes 
in the new fees and licence 
schedule of the Game Act, 

Last year, non-residents 
were allowed to kill one 
antlered animal, one trophy 
sheep and one black or brown 
bear on one licence, This 
licence cost $75 for non- 
resident Canadians and $150 
for non-resident aliens. Tha 
licence has been discontin- 
ued and this year there is 
no distinction in costs for 
the two groups of non-resi= 
dents except for bird game 
licences, 

A new M-E-D licence has 
been introduced for resie 
dents only. It will have only 
one game tag issued with it, 
and will allow the holder to 
shoot one moose, or elk or 
deer, He will not be allowed 
to buy another licence for 
any of those three species, 


regardless of which he 
shoots on his M-E-D licence, 
The Wildlife Certificate 
fee has been raised from $2 
to $3. This money goes to 
the Wildlife Damage Fund 
which compensates landown- 
ers sustaining losses in- 
curred by wildlife.
